Except 
for n few notches of scnlr to which short cropped 
lipht brown or blonde hnir wns nttnehed, the 6kull 
was entirely fleshless, ns were the forenrne and 
lower laps.

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Q.8 And I presume resided at Oberweier v;here you 
were the burgomeister, is that correct? 

A. Yes. 


Q. 9 How old are you?

incident that occurred on or about the 29th 
day of July, 1944. Do you remember the early 
morning of July 29th 1944? 

A. Yes. 


Q.11 Do you remember an Allied pilot coning down 
by parachute in Oberwoior that morning? 

A. Yes. 


V Q.12 Do you know what nationality he was? 

A. I learned that later. 


Q.13 You learned later that he was what? 
A. That he was h Canadian. 
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Q.14 V/Ticro did you first see this airman? 

A. The first time I saw hin was in front of 

the Rathaus. Ke was talking to r'-ne French 
prisoners of war.
